Claim 1 is pending in this office action. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 


2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 6,535,522 by Arato et al, hereinafter Arato. 

Regarding claim 1, Arato discloses a system for dynamically translating between a first 
communication protocol and a second communication protocol (see Abstract; column 6, lines 
31-34), said system comprising: (a) means for receiving a first communication signal utilizing 
said first communication protocol (column 3, lines 45-55; column 4, lines 15-25); (b) means for 
determining said first communication protocol (column 4, lines 15-18); (c) means for initiating a 
first communication protocol translator or protocol conversion unit (Figure 1, 35) to extract data 
from said first communication signal in accordance with said first communication protocol and 
for storing said data in a buffer (column 4, line 54 - column 5, line 12); and (d) means for 
retrieving said data from said buffer and translating into a second communication stream 
utilizing said second protocol (column 5, lines 13-21).
